The United State haa Jut adopt!
fur use In the army and navy a gun
capable of greater rapidity of fir than
any gun of lh same caliber and claas
In existence. Ths new weapon la a
al and by that la meant It
Area a shell weighing six pounds,
though th ostrtdgo oompleta weighs
about fourteen poundi. Th extraor
dinary rata of fir of alxty atiots per
mlnuU haa been obtained from the
new gun In firing contests conducted
during tho paat tew daya.

The new gun haa been ordered In
Jarre number! for aervlo In the coast
And harbor batteries of the country.
It la expected that no fower than aor
enty of theae weapons will be mounted
at varloua polnta among the New Yoik
harbor batteries. The province of the
new weapon, however, ahould not be
confounJod with the dutlea assigned
to the heavy rifled cannon. The latter
plecea are designed to attack at long
range the vessels of an enemy. The
now are Intended to pro-
